ARRIVAL AT SPRINGFIELD. 
Springfield, March 1—Under B 


guard of Dayton soldiers, Dean and 
Lndd arrived at noon. T hey were 
taken to the hospital for indentifica- 
ilon by Davis, who is dying.

companies of militia besides live Gat- 
ling guns met the car on its arrival. 


- Springfield, March 1—The court 


room was filled with citizens and sol- 
diers when the rioters were arraign- 
ed this morning. 
All pleaded 
not 


guilty and with the exception of one 
man, who had an attorney the others 
were told to sit down and get ready 
for trial. 
None of the prisoners are 


more than 21 years of age. 
. Koscoe Ridgeway pleaded guilty to 
carrying concealed weapons and was 
fined $200 and given 30 days in the 
work house. 


Springfield. O.. March 1—Not one 


liut many mobs roamed the streets of 
Springfield last night, and a reign of 
terror was prevented 
only 
by the 


promptness of the troops In dispers- 
ing the rioters, While 
the actual 


, damage done was not as great as the 


previous night there was no diminu- 
tion of the feeling against 
the ne- 


Kroes. 


The net result of the second night 


of riot is: Seven houses in the negro 
sections of the city burned, several 
several others fired and saved by the 
firemen or troops and many houses 
Moncd and partially wrecked. 


A number of persons were serious- 


ly hurt. Rev. John Scurry, an aged 
negro minister is seriously ill as the 
result of the shock produced by an 
attack on his house. 


A boy was shot in the leg, a num- 


ber of colored persons badly beaten 
and John Pierpont was shot by a ne- 


< proe while the mob was attacking a 


house. 


• Word from the hospital at 8:30 


this morning was that Martin Davis, 
the shooting of 
whom caused the 


rioting, cannot live. It is feared his 
death would rouse the mobs to such 
n pitch of fury that even the troop* 
•would find It hard to cope 
with it. 


Last night the authorities took Davis' 
dying statement. 


It Is believed this morning that the 


backbone of the mob has been brok- 
en. The effectiveness with which tho 
companies 
of the National 
Guard 


were shifted' from one part of the 
city to another, keeping tho mobs in 
control, has discouraged the leaders 
of the rioters. 


One of the striking results of the 


outbreak is a movement by citizens 
Btarted last night, which Is expected 
to lead to a strong 
public demand 


for the civic regeneration of Spring- 


field. 
The citizens intend to punish 


the rioters so effectively and severe- 
ly that none will ever again attempt 
such an outbreak here. 


The most dramatic scene of the 


night was the capture of 1C ring- 
leaders of the mob by a squad of po- 
lice under Sergeant Win. Johnson. 
The militia also rounded tip a large 
crowd of rioters. It is believed the 
capture of these will do much to pre- 
vent any further show of violence. 


The spirit of the troops was shown 


last night when Col. Ammel arrived 
with four Columbus companies in re- 
sponse to the appeal yesterday after- 
noon of the local authorities. 


"There are 
no blank 
cartridges 


among my troops. There will be no 
firing with blanks and there will be 
no firing over the heads of the mob. 
If the necessity comes my men will 
shoot low and 
they will shoot to 


kill." 
. The fury of the mob was directed 
against negroes. 


The first alarm of fire lant night 


came 
from 
Taylor and 
Pleasant 


streets, where there are a number of 
colored people and several disreputa- 
ble places. 
A small mob 
of deter- 


mined men had set fire to a house oc- 
cupied by Oeorge Miller. Miller and 
his wife and man named Blvens were 
in the house at the time. As soon as 
the. house was attacked they, escaped,. 
Miller going to the'mayo's office, s 
.. The house was soon in flames and 
consumed. 
Another house adjoining 


this also caught fire. The fire depart- 
ment responded quickly and 
found 


great difficulty in reaching the spot. 
A large crowd, gathered and lent its 
energy toward interfering with the 
department's approach. 


A company of militia was dispatch- 


ed to the place, but before it arrived 
the mob had cut 
the hose 
in two 


places. ' The soldiers drove the mob 
back and stood guard. 


This incident was scarcely 
over 


when attention was directed to an- 
other locality 
about three blocks 


away on York street, where there was 
also an effort to burn out a small ne- 
gro district. 
One house was burned 


to the ground. 
A detachment 
of 


troops was hurried to the spot and 
tne trouble was soon stopped. 


About the same time a report came 


from Section street, near the center 
of the city, that there was 
trouble 


the re. 
A mob had formed and had 


started to wreck the house of John 
Funderburg. 
Half 
a dozen 
shots 


were fired into the house, but a de- 
tachment of soldiers arrived in time 
to prevent further trouble. The street 
lamps were shot to pieces. 
An at- 


tempt was made to get to "Flicker's 
Nest," a notorious colored resort on 
East street, but the militia had an- 
ticipated this and were on hand to 
keep back the mob. 
( 


A half hour later an alarm came 


in from Fair and Mechanic streets in 
the extreme southern part of the city, 
who:e also there is a settlement of 
negroes. 


1 he city was filled with the wildest 


rumors. At one time it was reporto1 


the city hall had been attacked and 
stoned. 
The mob was composed of 


the worst element in the city. Po- 
lice Prosecutor 
John 
M. Cole says 


some of the sixty ringleaders of the 
mob Identified by the police were po- 
lice characters, while of the fifty or 
more persons burned out In the "Jun- 
gles," not one had been known to be 
in police court in recent years. Manx 
pathetic cases are coming to the at- 
tention of the police, and a dozen or 
more of the Innocent negroes, in of- 
fensive and never In trouble in their 


kliven, have lost aii their iittic- po->se>»- 
sions, 


Dy midnight the town was quiet, 


with only here 
and 
there 
a few 


straglers. 


in the attempt of the police to ar- 


res' the ringleaders the toughs fired 
at the police over their shoulders n<s 
they ran. The police fired back and 
finally cornered 
a crowd. Sixteen 


were rounded up and taken to the 
council chamber 
where 
they were 


herded with nine other toughs who 
had been caught by the militia. 


They were all taken to the county 


jail where they 
will 
bo held on 


charges of rioting, carrying concealed 


Among them was a Wittenberg col- 
lege student, David Johnson a native 
of Hawaii. Most of the ciowd arnst- 
ed by the police were- known to them 
as chronic offenders 
and

criminals. 


The action of tho mayor, assisted 


by a citizens' committee in warning 
all persons off the- streets was- effec- 
tive 


The citizens' committee Is merely 


temporary. • More permanent plans

It was 
introduced by Hon. Warren Thomas of 
Trumbull. (H. B. 250.) 


This measure is of vital importance 


to the business interests of the state 
and of special interest to that large 
majority of the people who are bank 
depositors. Following is: 


A Synopsis of the Bill. 


This bill provides for the organiza- 


tion, regulation and inspection of all 
banking companies that may be lien-- 
after incorporated, and for the inspec- 
tion of all banks Incorporated under 
State laws now doing business, but It 
preserves to all such banks, without 
impairment, all tho rights, privileges 
and lowers heretofore conferred upon 
them. It also provides that all exist- 


T ing corporations may 
re Incorporate 


under this act. If they t>o elect, and 
thereby have conferred upon them all 
the privileges and powers conferred 
by the act. In doing so the cor|>oi 
•tlon can enlarge or diminish the pur- 
poses for which It in iucorjxirated MI 
as to combine one or more of the 
classes of business authorized by the 
act, without affecting the. legality, or 
being required to change any Invest- 
ments 
or 
transactions 
previously 


made. 


Classes of Banks Authorized. 


The act authorizes the incorporation 


of commercial banks, savings banks, 
^ safe deposit companies, trust compan- 


ies, and corporations combining any 
two or more, or all of these classes. 


Amount of Capital Required. 


The minimum amount of capital re- 


quired, which is to be divided Into 
shares of one hundred dollars each. Is 
as follows:

the protection of debitors, a large

intendent of banks finds that a bank 
refuses, or Is unable to pay depositors 
according to contract or law. or Is oth- 
erwise insolvent, or that its capital Is 
impaired, and the san.e Is not recti- 
fied within ninety dajs, be can. with 
the approval of the attorney general, 
apply for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, practically In the same man- 
ner as provided in UIP general corpo- 
ration law. No one employed In this 
department, in any capacity whatever, 
can be appointed as a receiver for any 
insolvent bank. 


Repealing Clause. 


The repealing clause eliminates all 


obsolete banking lawr. relating to free 
banking and the olil State Bank of 
Ohio, and all other sections of the 
banking laws that are Inoperative or 
will be rendered unnecessary by the 
enactment of this bill Into law.

trust until Its capital stock shall be 
not less than one hundred thousand

Inspection of Banks.

Ohio Is the first fruit that will be 
borne of the investigation of Cincin- 
nati and Hamilton county now being 
made by the committee of the senate. 
In the light of the disclosures which 
were brought out In Cincinnati last 
Friday and Saturday by this so-called 
Lexow committee, opposition to such 
bill is almost certain to disappear. 


Representative Branson has intro- 


duced a depository 
bill, which was 


drafted by the Ohifj state board ot 
commerce, and which meets with gen- 
eral favor. 


Senator Schmidt of Cuyahoga, one 


of the members ot.tjre committee, has 
commenced work .'upon a depository 
bill and" expects to have it ready for 
nltroductlon some time next week. It 
Is planned after the special act under 
which county funds are now deposited 
with banks In Cuyahoga county. There 
the banks are paying S.38 per cent for 
the use of county funds, yielding to 
the county about $90,000 a yeai. Simi- 
lar special laws are in force in Lucas, 
Stark and Seneca counties. There is 
a general law on the statute books 
authorizing county commissioners to 
advertise and receive bids from banks 
for the use of county money, and in a 
few counties of the state advantage is 
taken of it. Hamilton county 
has 


never had any special law on the sub- 
ject and Its commissioners have never 
elected or put the general law into op- 
eration. The trouble with this general 
law is that it Is optional. 


The admissions made by Treasurer 


Rudolph K. Hynlcka and a number of 
bankers of Cincinnati as to the meth- 
ods which have been followed there 
for the past fifteen years have brought 
the question of a depository la wto the 
front and made it one of the most 
important In this legislature. The 
claim is 
made that 
nivestlgatlon 


would show similar conditions In near- 
ly every county of the Btate, though 
on not such a gigantic scale, perhaps. 


Treasurer Hynicka freely admitted 


that during his first year In office he 
was paid over $20,000 by the banks of 
Cincinnati for the use of county funds; 
every bank In Cincinnati, with two 
exceptions, got the use of some of 
these funds. 
They paid to Hynlcka 


2% per cent, while to the city, whoso 
funds weie deposited with them under 
the general municipal depository law, 
they paid only 2 per cent County 
treasurers arc not compelled to accept 
checks in payment of taxes, but they 
all do as a matter of accommodation 
to the public. In some counties these 
checks are sorted out each day and 
messengers sent to the banks on 
which they are drawn, cashed and the 
money at once carried back to the 
vaults of the county. Hynlcka's meth- 
od was to deposit these checks with 
the various banks for collection, in 
amounts 
ranging from 
$50,000 tc 


$.100,000. and then leave the money 
with the banks until there was occa- 


of Hamlltoa enmity divided among 
themselves over ha.-f a million dollars 
In "gratuities" from the banks. The 
!«glrb»at« fees -which theae treasurer* 
collected In addition to this amounted 
to from $27.000 to $40,000 a year. 


INCREASE 


In Poatoftlc* Appropriation to Meet 


Increase in Bualneas. 


• Washington. March 1.—The subcom- 
mittee of the house committee on po*t- 
offloea and post roads completed a bill 
fixing the appropriation for ttfe de- 
partment at about $193.000.000. or $10,- 
000,000 more than the last appropri- 
ation. This Increase is designed to 
tneet the Increase In the business ot 
the department which averages about 
8 per cent annually. The bill pro- 
vides for some sweeping changes in 
the department's methods, and con- 
tains a provision to prevent the ship- 
ment of anythnlg but actual mull mat- 
ter through the malls by the govern- 
ment This is aimed at the govern- 
ment departments which have made 
free use of the mails In shipping fur- 
niture, etc. The appropriation In the 
bill for the 
rural free delivery Is 


about $23.000.000. an increase of $2,- 
000,000 over that of last year. 


Indian Land Graft '' 


Washington, March 1.—For 'three 


hours Mr. Foraker held the attention 
of the senate while be read a car»- 
fully-prepared speech on the railroad 
rate question. His speech was a pro- 
test against any general legislation, 
on the theory that the existing Elklns 
law could be so extended as to make 
it answer all the requirements. He 
did not fail, however, to point out what 
he considered the defects of the Hep- 
burn-DolIlvor bill and made the dec- 
laration more than once that It would 
fall to remedy the evils complained 
of. Mr. Foraker's speech was followed

nothing, Victor Manolopoulos. 17. a 
Greek bootblack, 
has 
brought suit 


against his employers, three brothers 
named Botes, for $1,000 damages. The 
boy. after working . four years, de- 
manded a small sum of money as part 
payment and was assaulted by one of 
the employers, he says. A lawyer in 
the city Interested himself in the case 
and found twelve small Greek boys 
employed under contract 
for $15 a 


month, but none of them had ever re- 
ceived his full salary, and all wore a 
year or two years in arrears. 


Reform* In the Congo. 


Boston, Mass.. March 1.—The execu- 


tive committee of the Congo Reform 
association of America met here to 
discuss the recent protest and appeal 
of the fifty-two missionaries of the 
various boards against the acts said 
to have been committed in the Congo 
region in violation of the general act 
of the conference of Berlin.

A Synopsis of the Bill. 


This bill provides Tor tho organiza- 


tion, regulation and inspection of all 
banking companies that uiay be here- 
after Incorporated, and for the inspec- 
tion of all banks Incorporated under 
•late laws now doing business, but it 
preserves to all such bunks, without 
impairment, all the rights, privileges 
and jiowers heretofore conferred upon 
them. It also provides that all exist- 


|£ t ing corporations may re-incorporato 


under this act. If they so elect, and 
thereby have conferred upon them all 
the privileges and powers conferred 
by the act. 
In doing so the cori>oi 


atlon can enlarge or diminish the pur- 
poses for which it la iucoriHirated HO 
as to combine one or more of 
the 


classes of business authorized by th« 
act. without affecting the legality, or 
being required to change any Invest- 
ments 
or 
transactions 
previously 


made. 


Classea of Banks Authorized. 


The act authorizes the incorporation 


of commercial bantcs, savings banks, 
•afe deposit companies, trust compan- 
ies, and corporations combining any 
two or more, or all of these classes. 


Amount of Capital Required.

N'o bank shall advcrtis" in any man- 


ner a larger capital than is actually 
paid In. A severe penalty Is provided 
for violation of this provision.

Board of Directors. 


Boards of directors may consist of 


not less than five nor more than thir- 
ty persons. Each director must own at 
least, five shares of stock In his own 


£ name, unlncumbered and unpledRod in 


any way, and must take an oath of 
office. 


The board of directors has full con- 


trol of the government of the corpora- 
tion. 
It must meet at least once a 


month, and shall appoint an executive 
committee. 


Bank Officers. 


Bank officers are to be elected by 


the board of directors They must fur-

Limitations On Loans. 


No person, firm or corporation shall 


be- allowed to become Indebted to a 
bank for any amount In excess of .10 
per cent of its paid-in capital and sur- 
plus, and ail such Indebtedness in ex- 
cess of 20 per cent of the capital and 
surplus must be adequately secured 
by deposits of collateral. Discounts 
of billy of exchange drawn against ex- 
isting values, and disc-minted commer- 
cial or business paper actually owned 
by a person, lirm or corporation ne- 
gotiating the same, are not to be con- 
sidered as a part of their Indebtedness 
In determining the

credit. 


For commercial banks, loans secur- 


ed by real estate shall not exceed DO 
per cent of their capital, surplus and 
deposits. For savings banks, or for 
commercial and savings banks com- 
bined, loans so secured shall not ex- 
ceed CO per cent of their capital, sur- 
plus and deposits. Real estate shall 
not be accepted as security for loans 
in excess of 40 per cent of the value 
of unimproved property, or CO per 
cent of the value of improved prop- 
erty, and all Improved property pledg- 
ed as security for a loan must be kept 
adequately Insured. 


Bank Reserves. 


All banks must keep a reserve equal 


In amount to 15 per cent of their to- 
tal deposits, of which an amount equal 
to C per cent of their demand deposits 
and zy, per cent of their time deposits 
must be held In cash. The balance 
of the reserve may be held on deposit 
In other banks and trust companies, 
subject/ to check on demand. 


Investments In Securities. 


(1) Commercial banks may invest 


their capital and deposits in or loan 
the same upon:

Bonds or other Interest bear- 


Ing obligations of the United States, 
or In those for which the faith of the 
United States Is pledged to provide 
for tho payment of the Interest and 
principal.

It seta out Just what banks 
may do under tho law. as follows: 


Powers of Banks. 


(1) Commercial bank* may receive 


deponlts on which lut*r«»t may l*e al- 
lowed. 
All deposit* In such banks 


shall be payable ou deuiaud without 
aotlee, except when the contract of 
deposit otherwise provides. They may 
also loan money on personal security, 
discount and negotiate promissory 
notes, drafts, bills of exchange, and 
other evidences of debt and buy and 
sell exchange, coin aud bullion. 


(2) 
Savings batiks may receive de- 


posits In any sum offered by any per- 
son, firm, society or corporation, or 
by any body politic, or that may be 
ordered to be deposited by anv court 
having custody of money. They may 
also receive deposits from'and pay 
the same to minors. They may pay 
such rates of Interest on deposits as 
may ' be agreed upon, not exceeding 
the rate allowed by law. A pass book 
shall be issued to each depositor, con- 
taining the rules and regulations 
adopted by the board of directors gov- 
erning his deposit, and In which shall 
be entered each deposit, the interest 
allowed thereon and each payment 
made to the depositor. No payment 
or check against any savings bank 
account shall be made or paid unless 
accompanied by and entered In the 
depositor's pass book. Savings banks 
may also issue time certificates of de- 
posit. 


(I!) Safe deposit companies may 


receive on deposit, for safe keeping, 
property of any kind, and collect and 
disburse the interest or Income upon 
any such property and the principal 
of the same when it becomes due. 
They may also act as agent for the 
purpose of registering, countersigning 
or transferring certificates of stock or 
other evidences of Indebtedness. 


(4) Trust companies may: 
(a) Act as agent or trustee for the 


purpose of registering, countersigning 
or transferring certificates of stock, 
bonds or other evidences of indebted- 
ness. 


(b) Act as trustee under any mort- 


gage or deed of trust. 


(c) Receive and hold moneys or 


property In trust, or on deposit, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon 
between the parties. 


(d) Act as trustee under any will, 


deed or other Instrument creating a 
trust for the care and management of 
property, subject to control by the 
court having Jurisdiction of the same. 


(e) Accept and ezecute trusts of 


every description as may be commit- 
ted to them by any person, firm, or 
corporation or by order of any court, 
and perform all acts necessary to a 
proper administration of such trusts. 
Real Estate Ownership and Transac- 


tions. 


A bank may lease a sultablo build- 


ing In which to transact its business, 
or. it may purchase real estate where- 
on Is erected, or it may erect siif.h a 
building from the portions of whicL.

Liability of Trust Companies. 


The capital of a trust company, 


with all Its property and effects, shall 
be absolutely liable in case of any de- 
fault whatever in any trust, but a 
court may at any time require addi- 
tional security in any amount for any 
trust committed by It. 


No trust company shall accept a 


trust until its capital stock shall be 
not less than one hundred thousand 
dollars, fully paid In. and until It shall 
have deposited securities with 
the 


treasurer of state, fifty thousand dol- 
lars provided its capital Is two hun- 
dred thousand dollars or less, and 
oce hundred thousand dollars when 
Its capital Is more than two hundred 
thousand dollars. 


No trust company shall ever make 


a loan, directly or indirectly, to any of 
its directors, officers or employes. 
They must hold all trust property sep- 
arate and apart from all other funds 
and they may be examined by any 
judge of a court under which they are 
acting In a trust capacity, or by any 
party Interested in any trust under 
their control, touching their manage- 
ment of the same. 


Consolidation and Liquidation. 


Banks may consolidate, under cer- 


tain requirements and conditions, but 
In no event can such consolidation be 
made to defeat or defraud any cred- 
itor.

Inspection of Banks.

Ohio Is the first fruit that will be 
borne of the Investigation of Cincin- 
nati and Hamilton county now being 
made by the committee of the senate. 
In the light of the disclosures which 
were brought out In Cincinnati last 
Friday and Saturday by this so-called 
Lexow committee, opposition to such 
bill Is almost certain to disappear. 


Representative Branson has intro- 


duced a depository • bill, which was 
drafted by the Ohig state board ot 
commerce, and which meets with gen- 
eral favor. 


Senator Schmidt of Cnyahoira, one 


of tho members of tpe committee, has 
commenced work 'upon a depository 
bill and1 expects to have It ready for 
nitroductlon some time next week. It 
Is planned after the special act under 
which county funds are now deposited 
with banks in Cuyahoga county. There 
the banks are paying 3.38 per cent for 
the use of county funds, yielding to 
the county about $90,000 a year. Simi- 
lar special laws are in force In Lucas, 
Stark and Seneca counties. There Is 
a general law on the statute books 
authorizing county commissioners to 
advertise and receive bids from banks 
for the use of county money, and in a 
few counties of the state advantage Is 
taken of It. 
Hamilton county 
has 


never had any special law on the sub- 
ject and Its commissioners have never 
elected or put the general law Into op- 
eration. The trouble with this general 
law is that it Is optional. 


The admissions made by Treasurer 


Rudolph K. Hynicka and a number of 
bankers of Cincinnati as to the meth- 
ods which have been followed there 
for the past fifteen years have brought 
the question of a depository la wto the 
front and made it one of the most 
Important In this legislature. The 
claim is 
made that 
nivestigatton 


would show similar conditions In near- 
ly every county of the Btate, though 
on not such a gigantic scale, perhaps. 


Treasurer Hynicka freely admitted 


that during his first year In office he 
was paid over $20,000 by the banks of 
Cincinnati for the use of county funds; 
every bank in Cincinnati, with two 
eTceptlons, got the 
use of some of 


these funds. 
They paid to Hynicka 


2*4 per cent, while to the city, whose 
funds were deposited with them under 
the general municipal depository law, 
they paid only 2 per cent. County 
treasurers are not compelled to accept 
checks in payment of taxes, but they 
all do as a matter of accommodation 
to the public. In some counties these 
checks are sorted out each day and 
messengers sent to the 
banks on 


which they are drawn, cashed and the 
money at once carried back to the 
vaults of the county. Hynicka's meth- 
od was to deposit these checks with 
the various banks for collection, in 
amounts 
ranging from 
$50,000 tc 


$.100.000. and then leave the money 
with the banks until there was occa- 
sion to pay It out either to the city, 
the state or for some other purpose. 
The result was that many banU had, 
almost continual nso of from $100,000 
to $300.000. and for this they paid the 
treasurer 2>i per cent Hynicka said, 
and In this he was corroborated by 
bankers ana" Geo*ge Schott. who has 
been cashier in the office of the coun- 
ty treasurer for the last fifteen years, 
that It had been the custom for the 
treasurer to rece ve this gratuity dur- 
ing all that periol Tax collections In 
Hamilton county have averaged $7.- 
000.000 for the last several years. At

Po«toff1c« Appropriation to 


Increase In Business. 


Washington, March \.—The subcom- 


mittee of the house committee on poat- 
offlces and post roads completed a bill 
fixing the appropriation for ttfe de- 
partment at about $193.000.000. or $10.- 
000,000 more than the last appropri- 
ation. This Increase Is designed to 
meet the Increase In the business of 
the department, which averages about 
S per cent annually. The bill pro- 
vides for some sweeping changes in 
the department's methods, and con- 
tains a provision to prevent the ship- 
ment of anythnlg but actual mall mat- 
ter through the mails by the govern- 
ment. This Is aimed ut the govern- 
ment departments which have ina'".e 
free use of the malls In shipping f.tr- 
nlture. etc. The appropriation In the 
bill for the rural free delivery Is 
about $28.000,000. an increase of $3.- 
000.000 over that of last year. 


Indian Land Graft. ' 


Washington, March 1.—For 'three 


hours Mr. Foraker held the attention 
of the senate while he read a care- 
fully-prepared speech on the railroad 
rate question. His speech was a pro- 
test against any general legislation, 
on the theory that the existing Elkins 
law could be so extended as to make 
it answer all the requirements. 
He 


did not fail, however, to point out what 
he considered the defects of the Hep- 
burn-Dollivor bill and made the dec- 
laration more than once that it would 
fail to remedy the evils complained 
of. Mr. Foraker's speech was followed 
by a further discussion of the railway 
land grab in the Indian territory, with 
the result that Mr. Aldrich's resolution 
extending the tribal government of the 
Indians was adopted after it was so 
modified as to carry that government 
over until March 4. 1907.

It is possible that the inheritance 


tax may be repealed after all. There 
was much blow and bluster that the 
Republican house would defeat any 
attempt to repeal this law because it 
was a pet scheme of Governor Herrick 
which he willed to the Republican 
members of the legislature in his last 
message, and because its repeal wan 
advocated by Governor Pattison and 
thus made "a party measure." As for 
the Beatty repeal bill passed by the 
senate, the house committee on taxa- 
tion strangled it and reported Instead 
the Reed bill to raise the exemption 
on inheritances from $'5,000 to $10,000. 
When the Reed bill came up In the 
house, Rcpresentathe Lybarger (Rep.) 
of Coshocton county, carried the Re- 
publican majority off its feet by offer- 
ing a repealing chiuse as an amend- 
ment, and it went through with a whirl 
by a vote of 65 to 41, £2 Republicans 
voting for It and nine Democrats 
against it: and oh final passage the 
house voted 76 to* 25 for repeal. Mr. 
Lybarger introduced one of the bills 
which appeared earlier In the session 
to repeal the Inheritance tax. which 
he denounced before the house as a 
law to "tax a hole in the ground un- 
less you go in for cremation." 


The repeal bill iW goes to the sen- 


ate, and will doubtless be accepted by 
that body.

Telegram" which will be the attrac- 
tion ut the Auditorium tonight, tells 
a story of a very serious young actor 
without the slightest sense of humor, 
who was oncu engaged to appear in a 
comedy. He became very much dis- 
couraged because he was unable to 
get a suit of clothes which would be 
in keeping with the part. Telling his 
tale of woe to almost every member 
of the company he at last came to Mr. 
Conor to whom he poured out bis 
troubles. Winding up his story, he 
said. "Do you think, Mr. Conor. If I 
can't get the clothes, tho 
managc- 


men will release me from my en- 
gagement, if 1 should ask them?" 
To which Mr. Conor replied, "Don't 
worry, my friend: continue rehears- 
ng as you did this morning and they 
will release you without making a bit 
of fuss about it.',' "Thank you. Mr. 
Conor." said the serious one, and so 
it happened. 


A day or two ago th«> Advocate men- 


tioned the fact that workmen were 
engaged in remodelling and repairing 
the upper floors of the N«wklrk build- 
ing, occupied by Roe Emerson's cloth- 
Ing store, and that in tearing up the 
floors, charred timbers were exposed 
u» *itw, Biviug etiilenre that a nre 
had at one time broken out In the 
building.

Sites, one of Newark's oldest eltUens, 
one of the most sensational flres he 
ever witnessed In Newark 
Mr. Sites, 


in talking to the Advocate reporter, 
said that when quite a young bo;- he 
lived with his patents on tne Canal 
near where the old county jail now 
stands. He said that as near as he 
can recollect, the flre winch nearly 
destroyed the building now occupied 
by Mr. Emerson, occurred In 1844. Mr 
Sites says that he distinctly remem 
hers the alarm that was sounded by 
the old Court House bell, and the ex- 
citement it created among the people 
of the city. He said that he hurried 
on in the street, and that when he ar- 
rived on the scene flames were pour- 
ing out of the front windows of the 
building in dense volumes 
He said 


that at that time 
Newark 
only 


had a small volunteer fire department 
and one hand engine, the "Old Con 
queror." Every member of the volun, 
teer fire department . was 
supplied 


with a large leather bucket, and the 
"bucket brigade" was Indispenslble in 
time of fire. Mr. Sites sa>s that in a 
very short time the "old Conqiterer" 
was stationed at the corner of Third 
and 
West Main streets, and was 


pumping u steady stream of water In- 
to the building. At that time the com- 
pany only had a limited supply of tire 
hose, and two Jong lines of men and 
women were formed on Third street, 
extending from the fire to the canal. 
One of these lines was comitosed 
of 


women who passed the empty buckets 
down the line where they were filled 
and passed along Mie line of the men 
to the flre engine. Mr. Sites says that 
all the time the flre was raging the 
rain poured down in torrents, filling 
the gutters with water, so that par- 
ties dipped water from them and aided 
the engine In keeping up Its supply of 
water. 
He says the women on tha' 


day did .heroic work, and 
showeii 


what they were capable of In case of 
emergency. 


The building at the time the fire oc 


curred was occupied by a dry goods 
store owned by a man named droves!
